STIRRED CAUSING RAINFALL 


METEOROLOGISTS DECLARE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—.-. 
The 
long-stagnant 
atmosphere 


which brought drought to the coun~ 
try have stirred. That apparently 
s why it Is raining once more. 


Science has found no cause for 


the almost complete lack of motion 
of the upper air, to which it at- 
tributed the drought that hod de- 
vastated wide stretches of farm- 
inc land. Furthermore, there Is no 
way of knowing, said today J. B. 
Kincer, agricultural meteorologist 
of the weather bureau, whether the 
resumption of currents Is perma- 
nent or will again lapse. 


A readjustment of air pressure 


conditions in early February per- 
mitted the air to flow from high 
to low pressure areas in normal 
fashion. 
The low pressure areas 


swung across the country and In 
recent day have been attended by 
substantial and sometimes heavy 
rains over much of the hitherto 
persistently-dry areas. Before that 
time a high pressure area, hover- 
ing Intolerably long 
over 
the 
Roeky Mountain area, blocked off 


the rains which should have come 
to' the interior of the continent out 
of the west. . 
Since the first February rainfall 


has totaled an Inch or more in 
nearly all of the Southern states 
and over a wide belt extended 
from extreme southern New York, 
Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia 


southwest and west to Oklahoma 
and Eastern Kansas. In general, 
the totals have caome near norm- 
al or somewhat above in Ohio, 
In'dlana, the southern half of Illi- 
nois, and In Tennesee. Rains have 
been above- normal generally In 
West Virginia, Kentucky, Arkan- 
sas, Oklahoma, Texas and much of 
Missouri. 
In 
all there ~was a 
great dieficlency, however, to be 
made up. 
In' Maryland, Virginia, and the 


Garollnas, rain has remained mod- 
erate and generally below normal. 
In the plains states north of Kan- 
sas and also In the upper Mississip- 
pi valley from Northern Missouri 
northward 
there has been little 


rain or snow.

Income Tax In a 


Nutshell 


WHO/? Single persons who 
had net Income of $1,500 or 
more or gross Income of $8,000 
or more and married couples 
who had net income of $3,500 
or more or gross income of 
$5,000 or more must file re- 
turns. 
WHEN? The filing period 


ends March 16, 1931. 
WHERE? Collector of inter- 
nal revenue for the district in 
which the person lives or has 
his principal place of business. 


HOW? Instructions on Forms 


1040A and 1040; also the law 
and regulations. 
WHAT? One and one-half per 


cent normal tax on the first 
.'$4,000 in excess of the personal 
exemption and credits. Three 
per cent normal tax on the 
next $4,000. Five per cent nor- 
mal tax on the balance of-net' 
income. Surtax on net Income 
In excess of $10,000. 


INCOME TAX FACTS 


No. 15. 


The revenue act provides that in 
computing net income, upon which 
the tax is assessed, there may be 
deducted from gross income sever- 
al specific, items, namely, business 
xpenses, interest, 
taxes; 
losses, 
bad debts, depreciation, depletion 
and contributions. 


Businss expenses constitute, us- 


ually the largest item. Typical ex- 
penses of a mercantile establish 
nent are amounts paid for adver- 
tising, hire of employees, rent, in- 
urance, light, fuel, water, 
tele- 
phone, ' postage, stationery, prlnt- 
ng etc. The expenses of a manu- 
acturing business Includes, labor 
raw materials, supplies,' light, heat 
power and selling costs. 


A professional man, such as a 
awyer, doctor, dentist, etc, may 
deduct the cost of supplies, used 
n his business, office rent, cost of 
Ight, heat, water, and telephone 
used In his offices, the hire of of- 
fice assistants, and the amount ex 
pended in the operation and repair 
jf an automobile used In making 
professional calls, dues to profes- 
sional societies, and subscriptions 
to professional journals. A profes- 
sional man who uses his residence 
both as his office and his home 
may, if he pays rent, deduct the 
rental value of the rooms occu- 
pied by him as an office, also the 
cost of light and heat furnished 
:hese rooms, and a portion of the 
wages of domestic servants whose 
time is partly occupied in caring 
for his office. Amounts currently 
expended for books, furniture, and 
professional instruments and equip- 
ment, the useful life of which is 
short, may be deducted. 
The act provides for the deduc- 
tion of "ordinary and necessary 
expenses incurred during the tax- 
able year In carrying on any trade 
or business." Note should be ,tak- 
ed of the words "ordinary and 
necessary." 
The Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue has held, and is 
supported by the board of tax ap- 
peals and the courts, that both 
of these features are necessary. 
Ordinary and necessary expnses 
ar defined as those which are us- 
ual, and essential in the case of 
similar taxpayers.

Salaries paid employees consti- 
tute one of the largest items of 
business expenses. 
To be allow- 
ed as a deduction such claims: 
must conform closely to the word- 
ing of the statute, which provides 
for the deduction of "a reasonable 
allowance for 
personal services 
actually rendered." 
The test 
of 
deductibility 
Is , whether 
the 
amounts paid are reasonable and 
whether they are in fact purely 
for personal services. Money paid 
an officer of a corporation for 
which no services, or services in-

to

are rendered is not deductable 
as "salary." 
Reasonable compen- 


sation is held to be an amount 
that ordinarily is paid by like 
enterprises in like circumstances 
for like services. 
Bonuses to employees may be 
deducted by employers when such

vided that, when added to the 
stipulated salaries, the total does

rendered. 
When the amount of a salary of 
an officer or employee is paid for 
a limited time .to a widow or 
heirs in recognition of services 
rendered by the deceased, such 
payment may be deducted. 


• Amounts paid to 
retired

ployees, their families or others 
denendent upon them, as pen- 
sions, or on account of injuries 
received by employees, are de- 
ductible by the employer.

competitors with 


•whose rates and service it 
could not compete. The rail- 
roads have lost passengers 
to buses and private automo- 
biles, and freight and ex- 
press business to truck car- 
riers and inland waterways. 


Forced into an attitude of 


self-defense, 
the railroads 


first turned to lobbying and 
propoganda with the object 
of. taxing 
and regulating 


their competitors 
out of 


. business. 
Making no head- 


••••• way in that direction, per- 


haps for the reason that the 


. public could not grasp their 


rather 
specious argument 


'that the way to lower rail- 
road rates is through higher 
bus, truck and waterway 
rates, the roads are now 
fighting fire with fire. 


The St. Louis and 
San 


Francisco railroad has re- 
duced its passenger rate to 
two cents a mile for the 
avowed purpose of meeting 
bus competition and encour- 
aging motorists to use the 
railroads. 
Railroads enter- 


ing the large cities are put- 
ting into force special low 
rates for commuters, which 
are designed to encourage 
regular patronage of their 
services. Of late they have 
been losing commuting pas- 
fcengers to buses and private 
autos. 


If the railroads win back 


'enough business, the lower 
rates will prove more prof- 
itable than the old tariffs. 
If they do not, it will mean 
they will have to seek busi- 
nes_s elsewhere.

ral population has deserted 
the little red schoolhouse, 
once its pride and glory.

the price of bread, what- 
ever else it may reveal, 
should serve'to draw atten- 
tion to the complexity of 
the factors involved in fjx- 
ing the costs of what was 
once the simplest of all do- 
mestic operations. 


Our 
remote 
forbears 


ground wheat in a hollowed 
stone and baked it on an 
open hearth. Their success- 
ors took it to a miller who 
was paid in kind for his lab- 
or in reducing it to flour for 
baking in ovens. Later the 
miller purchased and ground 
his own grain and sold it as 
flour. 
Up to that stage it 


was . an easy arithmetical 
calculation to fix the cost of 
a loaf of bread to the cus- 
sumer because it had an ex- 
act relationship to the cost 
of flour. 


But by gr.adtial stages the 


housewife unloaded the lab- 
or of bread making on the 
corner baker, over 
whose 


counter she purchased. Then 
entered the baking company, 
with its huge -plants, its 
long-term 
commitments in 


the flour market and its 
costly system of door-to-door 
and out-of-town rail distri- 
bution. Flour has ceased to 
be the absolute measure of 
production cost. The values 
of real estate, motor trucks, 
labor, power, railroad trans- 
portation, publicity and in- 
surance 
all 
have to be 


counted in. 


The present relationship 


between the market value 
of wheat 
and 
the retail 


price of bread is a perti- 
nent subject of inquiry. 
It 


should be especially illumi- 
nating in developing what 
part of the cost of bread is 
what the housewife pays for 
the conveniences in supply 
modern civilization has de- 
manded.

"Yes- and the first appeal ever 
made to this government for re- 
lief was made for drought suffer- 
ers in Texas; and H was white 
people that made it.

A new oil well, the second com- 
pleted in two days here, was giv- 
ing up the . golden fluid at a 
rate of between 10,000 and 15,000 
barrels • daily today, bringing the 
number of producers for this five- 
months-old field to 22.

Cook's No. 1. W. M. Camp was 
yielding what experts said was an 
extraordinary sweet, high-gravity 
oil.

Watching Body Temperature. 
Miss G. writes: If the body tem- 
perature is one-fifth or two-fifths 
above normal once or twice daily 
is that serious?

Is it 
nervousness that makes the face 
burn and the cheeks become red? 
Answer: 
A slight rise of tem- 
perature has no particular slgnlfi- 


, cance, but may often be noted 
when digestion is In full swing, or 
when 
some 
of the 
endocrine 


glands are functioning with spec- 
ial activity. 
If there are other 
symptoms such as loss of weight 
and fatigue, it Is a measure of 
safety to have a careful physical 
examination by the family doctor. 


One degree of fever is sufficient 
to arouse interest as to the cause. 
When the fever is acute 1t should 
always be a signal for going to 
bed. Following an acute fever the 
patient should remain in bed one 
day after the temperature reaches 
normal. Flushed cheeks may eas- 
ily be caused by nervous excitabil- 
ity. 
Can't Forget. 
Mr. H. writes: I see you advise 
people to forget theJr 
nervous 
troubles. 
I continually try to do 
this but it ^doesn't work. 
I am 
so afraid of being embarrassed 
that I can't eat at a restaurant or 
even go to a movie. 
Answer: 
I question 
whether 
Mr. H. will find the word "forget" 
, in my prescriptions, for that is not 
practical. But I do tell my pa- 
tients to ignore the symptoms. Go 
ahead and eat, even if you are em- 
barrassed; and get your money's 
worth out of the movie even if you 
are dripping 
with 
perspiration. 
Then, in going home, 
remember 


the good food or the gripping plot 
instead of your awkward reflex. 
Is not this advice practicable? 
A Dizzy Whirl. 
Miss K. writes: I seem doomed 
to give up one foolish obsession 
only to take on another. This last 
one is my furth and it has made 
me so depressed that I have quit 
school in my junior year. I won't 
let people see me smile for fear 
they will think I am just putting 
on.' Isn't that an awkward predic- 
ament? 
Answer: 
These nervous people 
who get into such a A\zzy whirl of 
symptoms are like the child who 
plays at 
turning 
around 
and 
around in one spot until he is too 
dizzy to stand. 
The child finally 
has'to plant his feet firmly on the 
ground and brace himself against 
his dizziness.

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TESTIMONY HEARD 


IN HIM!. OF AGED 
MAN MURDER CHARGE 


FIVE PHYSICIANS S T A T E 
THEY BELIEVE DEFENDANT 


NOT OF SOUND MIND 


Testimony consumed Wednesday 


morning in the trial of T. J. King 
70, in his trial for the slaying oi 
his wife, Mrs. Ella Kng, 58, at 
their home on South Twentieth 
street, Dec. 21, 1930, and indica- 
tions at noon Wednesday were that 
"testimony would be completed by 
both sides during the afternoon 
When arrlgnetl Wednesday morn- 
ing on the indictment, the defend- 
ant entered a plea of not guilty by 
reason of insanity. Five local phy- 
sicians testified during the morn- 
ing that in their opinion, Mr. King 
was suffering with senile demen- 
tia, a form of insanity, and that 
he was not resonsible for his acts. 
Whit King, son of the accused 
testified concerning his struggles 
to disarm his father, 
etc., and 


a number of character witnesses 
were used by the defense. 


The courtroom, aisles and bal- 


conies were crowded with interest- 
ed spectators, and Special District 
Judge Ballard W. George rapped 
for order on a number of occa- 
sions. 
Special Judge George stated that 


he would prepare a portion of his 
charge to the jury during the noon 
recess, 
and 
an 
effort 
will 
be 


made to complete the trial during 
the afternoon. 


The jury was sworn 
In early 


Wednesday morning, and then the 
arraignment and plea were made 


Whit King, son of T. J. King, 
.stated thatkhe was a barber Mrs. 
Ella King, wife of T J. King, was 
his (Whit) aunt, a sister of his 
(Whit) mother. He said that he 
went to his father's house several 
times on the day of the fatal 
shooting, and about 4 o'clock in 


• the afternoon went to the house to 
shave his father, as was his cus- 
tom on Sunday afternoons. 


Heard Shots.
